Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the embodiment where 
the side walls are of a different height than the rear wall (claim 6) must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Applicant has argued that the feature of the side walls are of a different height 
than the rear wall is clearly shown in Figure 4; the examiner disagrees. If one looks at 
Figure 1 , for example, it is clear that the side walls have to be of the same height as the 
rear wall in order to prevent any gaps from forming between the side walls (5) and the 
lid (12). If the side walls were shorter as claimed, then there would be an air gap in the 
region that is currently denoted by the curved section labeled "1 1 ". It is difficult to 
visualize exactly what is being shown in either Figures 3 or 4 since these seem to be 
close ups of a different embodiment than the one shown in Figure 1 .
